I don't even remember 
the picture itself. Only a memory of the poster, or rather a part of it re- 
mains, The first time I saw a picture of Tab Hunter stripped to the waist, I 
knew I had found him -- a protector, My world was filled with loneliness, 
confusion, cruelty, and, many times, savagery. So that I was extremely happy 
when he came along,

His body was the result 
of the way he lived and not chemicals or home-exercise kits, How unlike the 
heroes of today who reek of death, whose health is a product of programs -- 
many of which are incredibly hypo-chondriacal -- rather than a lifestyle that 
produced wheat, beef, apples, and tons of knocked-up women, | 

Nor was he neurotic--at least not ostentatiously so--as was the great, 
transitional, self-indulgent figure of James Dean, No indeed, While Tab was 
vulnerable £0 hurt (the carefully tousled hair and the fumbling gropes at the 
shadowed bodies of others demonstrated how much of a boy he was) we were not 
asked to identify ourselves with him and thus satisfactorily live our lives 
through him as we were encouraged to do with Dean, Instead, we were encoura- 
ged to use him, Because he was vulnerable tc hurt, he could understand the 
hurt of others; he existed to welcome the miserable into his arms, He was an- 
innocent who met the complex violent world, and although momentarily stung 
and baffled by it, ultimately charmed it -- charmed it with his child's smile 
and muscled arms that led to a shield-like chest, charmed the world itself 
into innocence { Hurt by the world, he existed,nonethneless, to save it. And 
regardless what the plot was, we who paid our money and entered the darkened 
temples, saw him for what he actually was, which is the same thing as saying 
what we needed him to be: the Saviour-Stud with his commiserating heart poun- 
ding sympathy and understanding. And all this encased in that All-American 
flesh smelling slightly of honest sweat, Johnson's Baby Oil, and the hoped- 
for mighty ejaculation, He was a whore for our souls! use, 

As such, we worshipped him, As such, we threw him away. It didn't work,

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The Ordination 
‘|| of Gay Clergy?

(At its Tenth General Synod held in Minneapolis, Minnesota, June 27 - 
July 2, 1975, the United Church of Christ, one of the youngest and most li- 
beral Protestant denominations (it was the first Christian Church to. ordain 
an affirmed gay), adopted a statement dealing with human sexuality and the 
needs of gay and bisexual persons. A copy of the complete statement is avai- 
lable for 10¢ by writing to the following address: Center for Social Action, 
United Church of Christ, 110 Maryland Ave. N.E., Washington, D.C. 20002 

Each Conference of the U.C.C. is responsible for establishing the quali- 
fications for ordination of ministers within its area, Although the Northern 
Conference of California ordained the first gay Christian minister, Rev. 
William R. Johnson, the Penn Northeast Conference, consisting of 205 congre- 
gations in easter Pennsylvania, is still debating the question of whether or 
not to ordain openly gay, qualified candidates for the ministry. 

As a result of the Synod's statement and this debate, the Penn Northeast 
Conference Commission on Church and the Ministry of the U.C.C. sponsored a 
study consisting of four six-hour sessions designed "to elicit the views of 
a broad, cross-section of persons on issves related to the General Synod vote" 
on human sexuality. Approximately 80-100 clergy and laypersons attended each 
consultation, Rev. Fran Ringer (Professor of Theology and Ethics, Lancaster 
Theological Seminary) opened the first consultation with a scriptural back- 
ground of human sexuality. This led to an in depth discussion of specific bi- 
blical passages and how thev relate to the rights of various groups (6.2, - 
heteresexuals, homosexuals, women) today. The second session centered on the 
Judean-Christian influence. on today's Christian Church - 2,000 years of scri- 
ptural interpretation (and misinterpretations), The theology of the ordination 
of gay candidates for the ministry was the subiect of the third session, The 
following article concentrates on the fourth and final consultation, ) 


LOCAL U.C.C, CON"ERENCE EXAMINES HUMAN SEXUALITY, HOMOSEXUALITY, AND THE 
ORDINATION OF GAY MINISTERS 


On Wednesday, November 17, 1976, representatives of religion, law, psy- 
chiatry, and the gay movemement congregated at Jordan UCC Church in South 
Whitehall Township to provide an enlightening conclusion to a study of Christ- 
jan ethics concerning human sexuality. With the theme "Gay rights and the 
Church", this final session of the study consisted of an informative panel 
discussion followed by a thought-provoking question and answer period, The 
panel consisted of the following individuals wno juxtaposed diverse viewpoints 
of homosexuality: Rev. Fran Ringer (mentioned in the introduction to this ar- 
ticle); Atty. Thomas J, Calnan, Jr., ist Assistant D.A, for Lehigh County; 
Dr. William Lyons, a psychiatrist from the Penn Foundation; Rick Balmer and 
Lou Railer, from LE-HI-HO; and the moderator, Rev, James Fatzinger, pastor of 
Hope UCC Church, Allentown, (for continuation see page 5)

Rev. Longsdorf, the Penn Northeast Conference Minister joined the panel during 
the question and answer period. 

Although the members of the panel did give, for the most part, objective 
presentations of theology, law, psychiatry, and the gav movement, individual 
biases and prejudices did show through in some statements, In addition, many 
Questions arose, but several seemed to permeate the atmosphere of the session, 
Ts the Church's mission one of"search and destroy", or is it one of " search 
and understand?" Should homosexuals he considered for the ministry ? Are homo- 
sexuals capable of holding responsible professional pesitions (teachers, mini- 
sters, etc.)? What is the public's attitude toward homosexuality and how would 
that affect a homosexual minister? Is homosexuality a sin? What is the Church's 
role in the gay movement? 

Opening the panel discussion with the most narrow approach to homosexu= 
ality, Atty. Calnan stated that the Pennsvlvania legal system is a good ex- 
ample of laws pertaining to homosexual acts because it has adopted the Model 
Crimes Code, Although the Code eliminated the acts of adultery and fornicatio 
and made it more difficult to make arrests for prostitution, he emphasized 
that the legal system does continue to discriminate against homosexuals. 
Questioning whether or not a homosexual minister could show leadership on a 
moral level if he himself is breaking the law, Atty. Calnan felt one way to 
deal with the issue is to eliminate the anti-gay legislation, 

After mentioning his credentials and the fact that he is a practicing 
heterosexual and father of five children, Dr. “Lyons explored the psychiatric 
approach to homosexuality and his own religious views which centered on a mi- 
nister's "role=-model” image in a community, Although he referred to homosex- 
uals as "problems" and stated that he is treating six homosexuals, Dr. Lyons 
did think that the Church should open its doors to anyone who loves God, re- 
sardless of sexual orientation, and that the law has no right to tell anyone 
what to do behind closed doors. When asked whether he knows any homosexuals 
other than on a clinical basis, he replied that he has several homosexual 
friends, but they all would prefer to be heterosexual, f 

Representing a very contemporary theological approach, Rev. Ringer raised 
and discussed three important questions, 1, Is the Church practicing equal 
rights? Although it has gradually changed its philosophy toward many 91d Test- 
ament laws governing heterosexual practices, it continues to submit homosexuals 
to the "hell of hiding,” 2, Is homosexuality a sin? If there is universal sin, 
there are also universal consequences (i.e. erosion of individual dignity and self- 
image, harm to societv, exploitation and abuse of people, unhappiness, desensi- 
tization of the individual to fellow human beings), These consesauences are not 
to be found in healthy heterosexuals or healthy homosexuals, and therefore 
homosexuality should not be considered a sin, 3, What is the role of the Church? 
The Church must be honest to itself and to the Lord, If the role of the Holy 
Spirit does not include new understandings and new insights, we will be pla- 
cing it in a glass case in a museum as a codification of yesteryear. The role 
of the Church is to proclaim the Good News, not necessarily to keep the morals 
of a community. 

As representatives of the homosexual community, Rick and Lou combined 
their efforts to educate those attending the study by presenting a brief hi- 
story of the gay movement (including the attempts by gays to work within and 
without the framework of the Church), and what the role of the Church has beer 
and should be concerning gay rights. The results of the Church's rejection of 
homosexuality, which has been based primarily on scriptural interpretations, © 
has had overwhelming ramifications - a rejection of the Church by some homo-= 
sexuals, psychological damage to some heterosexuals (homophobia) and homo- 
sexuals, and both legal and social oppression, To erase its guilt, the Church 
must be a leader in gaining civil rights for gays. Although most churches have 
issued proclamations for gay civil rights, they still see it as a sin and thus 
soctety at large still condemns the gay. By ordaining openly gay, qualified 
persons, the Church would affirm human dignity and show opposition to unjust 
laws, (for continuation see page 6) 








Many individuals share Pr, Lyons! point of view concerning the primacy 
of marriage and family in God's plan for man, However, who but God.can know 
what His plan is? Perhaps God gave homosexuality to mankind to "balance" he-~ 
terosexuality in His divine plan for man, There are also individuals who 
Share Rev, Ringer's beliefs that not only the heterosexual couple, but also 
the homosexual couple can be a model of fidelity and love, and that a gay 
minister as well as a heterosexual minister in love can be a good "role-model" 
for the community. 

These and many other diverse questions were raised and discussed at this 
unique meeting of religion, law, psychiatry, and the gay community. Some were 
answered; some were left unanswered, The results of such a meeting can't be 
measured completely, not even from the conclusions of the two questionaires 
filled out by each participant of the study. It is hoped that everyone left 
with a better understanding of themselves, human sexuality, homosexuality, 
and Christianity. The acceptance of gay civil and social rights is somewhere 
in the future, but studies such as this one conducted by the UCC Penn North- 
east Conference bring it closer to the present. | 
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THE LIBRARY SPOTLIGHT by Rick Balmer 

Patricia Nell Warren's new novel, The Fancy Dancer, is in some ways an 
improvement over its predecessor, The Front Runner, and yet in other ways 
still disappointing. Absent is most of the melodrama, exaggeration and senti- 
mentality that flawed Runner, but also gone are the power and impact that 
transcended those flaws and made it a gripping book, The Fancy Dancer is a 
young, tough, leather-jacketed hood of American Indian heritage who sets out 
to seduce the equally young, handsome and athletic Catholic priest in the 
tiny hamlet of Cottonwood, Montana, The lack of tension in the novel is its 
most serious flaw, with suspense riding only on whether Father Tom will fall 
in love with Vidal the Hood, and afterwards, on whether he will leave the 
priesthood or reconcile himself with the Church via Dignity (here Warren's 
topicality borders on the propagandistic). Some of the other characters, 
wnich include various townspeople, church superiors, the parents of Tom and 
Vidal, and other gay people, are fairly well sketched. While the resolution 
of the lovers! relationship is inevitable, but believable, the wrap-up of 
Father Tomts future at the end is a bit too neat. Warren still shows promise, 
and the vook is worth reading, but one still hopes for more from her, 

A new book of great significance is the Jesuit theologian John McNeill's 
The Church and the Homosexual, whose publication was delayed for several 
years by Church authorities, Very well written and concise, the book was in- 
tended to re-appraise the Roman Catholic Church's position on homosexuality 
and treatment of gav people, necessitated bv the virtually complete failure 
of its traditional”"solutions" (heterosexual*adjustment or celibacy). McNeill 
re-evaluates homosexuality from the viewpoint of moral theology, using the 
best of recent scholarship concerning those"historically and culturally Limi-. 
ted" scriptures in a fair and objective manner, Every scriptural reference is 
thoroughly treated, with the overall view that the Bible never spoke of"con- 
stitutional” homosexuality or knew anything at all of sexual orientation (a 
modern concept), but spoke only of homosexual acts commited by otherwise he- 
terosexual people, Every text condemming homosexual activity does so ina | 
specific contect, of either idolatry, sacred prostitution, promiscuity, rape, 
seduction of children, or violation of guests! rights, And,McNeill says, the 
thrust of moral theology should not be"why"?("whence the homosexual?"), but 
rather "where is he/she going?" The remainder of the book is more original, 
with much being said about the positive contribution of the homosexual com- 
munity. McNeill visualizes gay people as pernaps part of God's divine plan, 
here on earth to liberate heterosexuals from de-humanizing aspects of sexual- 
identity images and sex-roles, to free the male community froms its over-ag- 
gressive and violent-prone characteristics, and to make contributions to hu- 
man services like teaching and counseling, McNeill also has much to say about

PRE-ELECTION STATEMENTS 

As a prospective member of the LE-HI-HO Board of Directors, I look for- 
ward with optimism to a productive future for not only our local group, but 
also for the gay movement in general, We've gained some rights and recogni- 
tion since the 1969 Stonewall Riot, but there is still much to do. I will con 
tribute my time and my talents to promote LE-HI-HO as a social outlet, an ed- 
ucator to the community, and a catalyst for gay civil rights, 

I came out of my "closet" with a great deal of difficulty in 1968. I 
still remember the strong guilt feelings I had at the beginning and the se- 
vere problems that developed, However, eight years later with many experi- 
ences (rangins from extremely good to extremely bad) behind me, I feel ready 
to work within the framework ofagroup such as LE-HI-HON to vocalize my opin-= 
ions and materialize my ideas concerning homosexuality and the gay movement, 
IT look at LE-HI-HO as a growing, learning, sharine experience, 

Society, influenced by 2,000 vears of Judean-Christian traditions and 
beliefs, has persecuted homosexuals for a long, long time, I can speak from 
first handexperience, because I fell victim . to this persecution and 
spent five months of my life in a hospital. The Church, using scrigtural in- 
terprstations, has served as the foundation for mich of the social rejection 
and condemnation of homosexuality. It has taken the beautiful, loving words 
of Christ and transformed them into ugly, hating tools used against those who 
don't conform to sexual "standards" established over 2,000 years ago, Many of 
the biblical laws governing heterosexuals have been explained away or conven- 
tently overlooked, and yet the few supposed anti-gay interpretations of scrip 
tures have been magnified and used to persecute up to 10% of the population, 
Those with affectional or sexual preference for the sme sex have been forced 
into a "nell" of hiding in their "closets" or risk the many problems that can 
develop if they choose to "come out", . 7 | 

It is for these reasons that I see education as an important step to 
gaining social and civil rights for homosexuals, I've already represented LE- 
HI-HO at several speaking engagements. After hearing and making comments at 
these meetings, working at a local gay bar for several years, doing contin= 
uous research on the gay movement, and experiencing various phases of gay 
life for eight years, I feel called to do my part in promoting gay rights and

During 1976, while I have been privileged to chair the Board of Directors, 
LB-HI-HO undertook an ambitious fund raising program. We set the goal of rai- 
sing $1,500, for this year's budget. I'll admit, I had doubts that such a sum 
could be raised, or even half of it. But, with 90% of the year behind us we 
have had an unprecidented income of $1,200. This fiscal health is practically 
miraculous when one considers the condition of the other gay organizations in 
Pennsylvania, most of which seem to be suffering from the current economic 
pinch, or apathy, or both,

the membership voted to adopt a new form of leadership structure which was 
designed to involve more people in decision-making, sharing responsibility, 
and general activities. Are psople more involved now? Board meetings have 
never been larger; there are often a dozen peovle taking part; while commit- 
tee work has not been as fpreat as hoped for, more peoples volunteer their 
times and, our increasing involvement has extended beyond LE-HI-H9 so far 
that one of cur members is now coschairing the Pennsylvania Rural Gay Caucus, 
and five of us are active in the Governor's Council for Sexual Minorities, in 
which I am chairing the legislative committee, 

; A couple of the things JI have managed to pull off that I am extremely 
proud of are the visits made. to LE-HI-HO by Mark Segal, the biggest name in 
Gay Activism in the state, and Dr, Frank Kameny, the bigsest name in Gay Ac- 
tivism in the nation, perhaps the world, Another facet of my record as a 
Board member is mv having written several articles and providing the art work 
for our LE-HI-HO News over the past year. Although my words have not pleased 
all of you, I think the feedback has been primarily favorable; And, I there- 
intend to continue this activity no matter what the outcome of the elction, 

That covers, fairly well, what I have been doing for the last year for 
LE-HI-HO, Now, what about next year? 

Perhaps I shall loose more votes than i gain by saying it, but I hope to 
have some influence in the coming year in getting more of you involved in our 
political, educational and social activities, There is going to be a great 
need for psople to lobby with the State Senate in March and then with the 
House of Representatives later. With enough people available we could pursue 
enzagements and speak at all the area's Colleges and Churches, and even High 
Schools, With greater participation we could have a regular monthly dance, 
summer beach parties, winter ski parties, etc., etc. The possibilities are 
infinite if people are willing to make it happen. There are many other acti-~ 
vities that depend upon greater involvement; the institution of a telephone 
hot line, the creation of a local organization for gay alcoholics, doing some 
spring cleaning of the grounds of the Unitarian Church, and numerous other 
activities. These are not campaign promises, But I can promise some interes-= 
ting procrams at future general meetings, In January our guest speaker will 
be Mr. Barry Kahn, Pa, Deputy Attorney General and primary draftee of the new 
pro-gay bill to be introduced into the Senate in a month or two, And it looks 
like February's program will concern itself with transvestism and tansexua= 
lism, Other programs could possibly be films, our annual Gayfest in May, and 
a program on Gays and Alcohol. I can also promise that if people do become 
highly involved in the organization's activities, and concerned with the or- 
ganization's future, I will propose enlargement of the Board of Directors to 
include more psople and a creater diversity of opinion on the Board, 

Lastly, although I do see myself, in the coming year, being highly in- 
volved in both LE-HI-HO and the Governor's Council, I can say that if the 
work load does become overwhelming and something has to go it will be the 
Governor's Council, With me LE-HI-HO has toppriority. 

You all have my best wishes for the Holidays, and my thanks for a very
